Havana, Ma-di 1.— Mttle work waa 
done by the dlvera from tiie tug Right 
Arm. Cliputn McQm, who is In 
chargv, seems to lack authority trom 
the wrecking people or others, and is 
Indisposed to wuik on his own judg- 
ment, except in smaller details. 

Captain Slgsbee was on board the 
United States lighthouse tender Fern 
until 2 p. m. He waited for the Span- 
ish divers, but they did not appear. 

Captain Sigsbce hopes the survey 
steamer Bache will return to Tortugas 
With all the Maine's wounded left here, 
and he also hopes to send on the Bache 
hereafter all the remains of the dead 
recovered in a condition making it pos- 
bible to place them in coffins. 

The difficulty experienced in recov- 
ering the bodies is not understood by 
any but the divers. 'I lic latter worked 
for three hours trying to liring out one 
body intact, and one of the divers had 
a had tall snd several got their alrtubes 
tangled. Even then they could not ex- 
tricate the remains. 

The principal efforts of the divers are 
now directed toward clearing the upper 
wreckage, smokestacks, guns, hatches, 
bridge, eraaes and gratings. Then, if 
not before, all the dead ran be removed. 

Captain SiRsbee cnntiniies to receive 
letters in great miniherH. All the que- 
ries about the men who lost their lives 
when tha Maine was blown up are an- 
swered as soon as possible it there is 
anything to be told. 

One of the saddest letters received 
by Captain Slgsbee waa from the broth- 
er of a dead man, who wrote that when 
death was claiming the victim his 
friends at home were celebrating his 
birthday and wishing him many happy 
returns of the day.

Key West, March I. — An officer of the 
Maine, who had been examined by the 
naval court of inquiry, speaking of the 
explosion In Havana barbor, said: 

"I oan't tell you what line of ques- 
tioning was adopted, but the court will 
find, I believe, that the Maine waa 
blown up by design, though I don't 
think it will be able to ascertain exact- 
ly how. The court's finding will be 
based on negative, rather than positive 
evidence. 

"By this I mean that ull the tcKtirao- 
ny so far heard has, bit by l>it, upset 
the theories of those who think the ex- 
plosion was of internal origin. This 
negative evidence is so strong and so 
general that I see no possibility of the 
court deciding that the explosion was 
Internal. 

It "The only alternative then left for 

the court ia to fall back on evidence 
which points to the intentional Idow- 
ing up of the Maine. This, 1 think, 
Win be done, unless the court formu- 
lates a theory of its own, or declares 
that it docs not know how the disaster 
occurred, both of which conjectures I 
think Improlmble." 

Members of the court, when the sub- 
stance of the interview was brought to 
their attention, declined to have any- 
thing to say. All the high naval and 
military officials hero, when asked cru- 
cial questions, politely profess iguu- 
ranoe. ^

Washington, March l.-In view of 
the fact that the naval court of inquiry 
will return to Havana, their report can 
hardly be expected for several weeks 
to come.

Upon the return to Havana it is ex- 
pected that a good deal of time must 
elapse before the divers can get through 
the mud which now encompasses the

After this is done the court must de- 
liberate in order to secure an agree- 
ment upon their findings. 

The prevalent belief at the navy de- 
partment is that up to this moment the 
court has not once undertaken to com- 
pare notes and en<leaTor to reach such

TIME HAS COME TO STOP IT.

London, March 1.— Rev. Dr. Charles 
A. Berry of the Queen Street church, 
Wolverhampton, who visited the Uni- 
ted States in October last as chairman 
of the Congregational union of Eng 
land in an effort. It was said, to induce 
the United States senate to confirm the 
arbitration treaty, and also to advo- 
cate church union, replying to an influ- 
ential American, writes: 

"My view, and I think it Is generally 
held by rational Englishmen, is that 
the trouble in Cuba has gone on long 
enough. 

"It is being fomented by men who 
flout the authority of Spain while pro- 
testing against American interference. 

"This sute of things IS kept up tor 
the sake of a number of rotten inter- 
ests. 

"Spain is not so much contumacious 
as powerless, and the United States 
government is the only power who can 
restore order. 

"With due regard to Its own Monroe 
doctrine and collateral obligations, the 
Washington executive is Justified in in- 
sisting upon order, even it it becomes 
necessary to superintend the manage- 
ment of affairs."

Three weeks ago yesterday there was a 
lira uf rather mysterious origin in a closet 
on the third floor, bat fortunately at that 
time tha flames were disoovarsd before 
they bad gained much headway, and 
were extinguished with a few buckets of 
water, the damage not amounting to 
much. 

The place was at once put in thorough 
repur, the gymnasium and room in which 
the closet is located being repapered and 
repainted. 

The eloset referred to is next to the 
north wall, immeiliafely over the stair- 
way leading to the third door and extends 
to the frame partition that divides the 
gymnaslom from tha bath rooms and 
lockers. 

The closet is used for atoring kindlintr, 
and the fire three weeka ago started iu 
some kindling on tbe middle shelf. Tha 

door for some time had not been kept 
locked, and it was tlioiiirht that probably 
tin first fire was caused by some one 
throwing a cigar or cigarette into tbe 
closet to avoid being detected in violating 
tbe rules a^^ainst smoking. After tl.o 
repairs were completed, a key was se- 
cured, and the closet has been kept 
locked. 

Oeneral St>crctary Canfleld intended 
leaving Monday afternoon for Winches- 
ter, and assisted by Mr. Lamb and^otbers 
had been busy all morning packing his 
books. Just before noon they completed 
the work and he started up to the bath 
rooms to wash his hands. On opening 
the door to the third floor he found the 
roo n filled withemoke. 

The depirtment responded promptly 
to the alarm, and the lUmes were extin- 
guished in a short time, t>ut in doing thia 
the building was completely flooded, the 
fire havinij: gotten in between the loof 
aud ceiling. 

Tbe damage to tbe building is princi- 
pally to the roof and plastering, and it is 
di fiicult to estimate it with any accuracy.

The loss falls eapeciallr heavy on tbe

Driscoll ran iu and removed it. 

Tha origin of the fira is a mystery. The 
door to the closet was foand looked by 
the firemen. Mr. Lamb, who had been 
assidtiug Mr. Canfield, was iu the gym- 
naiiam and passed the closet about a 
quarter of an hour before the flr« was dis« 

covered and saw nothiiiji wrong. Parties 
who have examined the closet are of the 
opinion that a paper was slipped under 
the door and then flrad, bat if so, by 
whom? It started in tbe olosat referred 
to.
